Hey, Who Cut the Eyeholes in 
Mar-a-Lago’s White Tablecloths?

At Lunch with Donald Trump, Florida 
Gov. Scott Was on the Menu

During a week when most Republican leaders were 
happy not be seen with Donald Trump, Florida Gov. 
Rick Scott had lunch with the President at his New 
Jersey golf course. 


Scott’s office bravely announced the trip a day in 
advance, like he was proud to be invited. 


This, as neo-Nazis, white supremacists and drooling 
bigots all over America were online celebrating 
Trump’s breezy lack of outrage following the death 
and violence in Charlottesville. 


Praise was being heaped upon the lonesome 
president by KKK Wizard Emeritus David Duke, 
“white nationalist” Richard Spencer, and other self- 
branded racists, all of whom were elated to hear 


Trump describe their hate-belching zombie warriors 
as “very fine people.” 


How ironic that one of those “fine people” is running 
for the U.S. Senate next year against Trump’s 
lunchtime companion. Gov. Scott will be challenged 
in Florida’s GOP primary by a raging bozo named 
Austin Gillespie, one of the organizers of the 
Charlottesville tiki-torch march. 


Gillespie currently goes by the name of “Augustus 
Sol Invictus,” though previously he has presented 
himself as “Franco St-Fond.” He practiced some 
version of law for a while, but is now “retired” in 
Orlando at the ripe old age of 34. 


In 2016, he ran for Senate as a Libertarian, a brief 
run highlighted by an acknowledgment that he’d 
killed a goat and drank its blood as a religious 
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ritual. In a videotaped campaign speech, Augie Boy 
described himself as “an Old World Pagan and a 
white Southerner.” 


To his followers he said: “I want you to take LSD 
and practice sorcery.” 


However, neither the pagans nor the acid-heads 
ran to the polls in huge numbers. Gillespie got only 
1,063 votes in the primary. 


This was after the head of the state Libertarian 
party resigned in protest, calling Gillespie a fascist 
who advocated a second Civil War. 


Once coy about his white-supremacist leanings, 
Augie Boy is now a star of the alt-right. That’s pretty

Heritage 


Touring life isn’t as glamorous as 
most assume, but every successful 
tour is a cause to. celebrate. 
Beachcomberland’s own reggae 
influenced rockers Heritage has spent 
a substantial portion of the summer 
touring the West Coast and have new 
music on the horizon. 


Current members are Tony 
Verrecchia (vocals), Hunter Dawson 
(guitar), Matt Moore (bass), and Billy 
Kernen (drums). Both Verrecchia and 
Dawson were on the interview call, 
which created exchanges like this: 


“I never got my orangutan,” says 
Verrecchia without much inflection. 


“That’s been on Tony’s rider,” explains 
Dawson. “And he bitches about it all 
the time.” 


“An orangutan that rolls spicy tuna 
rolls (sushi) is all I wanted,” Verrecchia 
continues. “We’re just trying to be rock 
stars, man. And you can tell by Hunter’s 
laugh that was a bullshit comment.” 


Now that we all know what is not so 
secretly on Verrecchia’s Christmas 
list, let’s celebrate how Heritage began 
recording in 2008 and playing shows 
in 2009. Ten years as a band is far 
from something to sneeze at, but 
Verrecchia is quick to downplay it. 
“The more you travel on the road, and 
the more you find out how long bands 
have been doing it...I don’t think the 
10-year mark is celebrated with a 
lot of bands. We’re like, Let’s not talk 
about it and focus on the work.” 


“We were on the road 10 weeks total,” 
Verrecchia says of the band’s recent 
tour. “We drove back and forth from 
Oregon twice and now, coming back, 
we have some time to re-group. We 
want to get some more tracks out 
there, some more music. Songs that 
we've been playing for quite a while 
that we have yet to record.” 


“The thing about the songs,” says 
Dawson. “For a while, we wanted to 
do a full-length album and figure it 
all out. We started to think instead of 
endeavoring on a $20,000 investment 
and the way that everyone is doing stuff 
now—everyone is just downloading 
single songs anyways. So I think what 
we're trying to do is a very feasible 
task, to get two or three of the newer 
songs produced and mixed. We want 
people to hear them. 


“l’m totally pumped because we have 
four months before the end of the 


year, so we have plenty of time to get 
the songs out. We are ready to roll into 
2018 showing where we’re headed.” 


Between tales of gross gas station 
bathrooms and the joy of returning home 
to a bedroom with a door, there were 
gems of people excited to see live music. 


“Rolling into some little town and 
everyone is ear-to-ear grinning and 
saying that they’ve been looking forward 
to this show for two months...” says 
Dawson. “And the whole bar is packed 
out with people requesting songs, 
and it’s a place we have never been to 
before. It felt like an accomplishment.” 


Heritage are hardly strangers to 
touring, having played in over 20 
states, but Verrecchia explains the 
difference between a self-organized 
tour and being a part of a behemoth 
like the Vans Warped Tour—“the 
weight is on your shoulders.” 


He adds: “There is always something 
good to be taken from it. This was one 
of those tours, where it’s about how you 
handle it. We learned to let the reigns 
go a little bit and roll with the punches. 
There’s always a lot to be learned 
whether you are playing to a thousand 
people or are playing for five people.” 


Moving forward, Dawson says the 
band is focused on “making decisions 
based on what we want to do, which is 
travel and spread our music.” 


Those decisions have led Heritage 
from south Florida to Austin’s South 
by Southwest Festival, and all the way 


to California to work with a producer 
on some all-new music that could 
obtain national distribution. 


“It’s all a work in progress,” says 
Verrecchia. “We can’t play any of the 
music we wrote with him until some 
things get signed, so we’ve just been 
sleeping on this new music. All that 
is kind of coming to a spearhead at 
the end of the year, and we are going 
to see where our cards lie on the 
business end of all that stuff.”

Whatever the outcome, one thing is 
for certain. Heritage is keeping a busy 
dance card. Upcoming shows include 
the Mattie Kelly Arts Foundation’s 
Concerts in the Village this month, 
as well as the Destin Seafood Festival 
in October and Panama City Beach’s 
Oktoberfest. More dates can be found 
in this issue’s live music listings.

Fresh Start Tackles Homelessness 
at Sept. 22 Gala

On Friday, Sept. 22, Fresh Start 
for Children and Families is going 
to rock Hurlburt Field’s Soundside 
Club. With a little help from local 
band The Mulligans, and a lot of help 
from the community, Fresh Start has 
one goal—to make the Sixth Annual 
Friends of Fresh Start Gala the best 
ever. 


This year’s gala has a football theme, 
and Fresh Start is inviting the public 
to “Help Tackle Family Homelessness!” 


Fresh Start, located in Fort Walton 
Beach half a mile from Uptown 
Station, helps the homeless. But wait 
a second...that image that just popped 
into your head of the person sitting on 
a sidewalk? Scratch it. According to 
executive director Tracey Williams, 
“The folks that they’re picturing, the 
guy under the bridge with the beard 
makes up less than five percent of the 
actual homeless population. The real 
population of homeless are families— 
they are living out of their cars, are 
living with other families, and living in 
hotels.” 


In other words, Okaloosa County’s 
homeless population looks a lot like 
your friends and neighbors.

explains that “initially when they 
get here, we try to get them all the 
resources we can whether that’s 
childcare vouchers, or helping get 
government assistance if need be. But 
the idea is to wean them off all those 
things.” To achieve that goal, clients 
who are accepted to Fresh Start live 
in onsite transitional housing for up 
to nine months, and during that time, 
they engage in a rigorous program 
tailored to their needs. 


All clients are required to hold jobs, 
and saving 10 percent of all income 
is compulsory. After successfully 
graduating from transitional housing, 
residents are eligible to move into the 
“step-up housing” apartment complex 
across the street (also run by Fresh 
Start), where they may live up to a 
year. 


Unique in that it receives zero 
government funding, Fresh Start is 
primarily funded by proceeds from 
Repeat Street, a thrift store that is 
staffed entirely by volunteers. Local 
individuals, businesses, and churches 
contribute as well, and Fresh Start 
also works with the United Way. 


And then there is the annual gala. 
Thanks to strong community support

Beachcomberland Places 
The Northwest Florida Fairgrounds - 
A Fort Walton Beach Institution

Think back to when your parents took 
you to the local county fair. Remember 
the smell of popcorn, peanuts and 
cotton candy, the colorful lights, and 
the shrieks and laughter of those 
enjoying the amusement rides. There 
were animal exhibits and booths selling 
different types of food, crafts and other 
items. There was usually a popular 
singer or recording group playing on a 
stage. It was always a fun time for the 
entire family. 


The Okaloosa Industrial Fair made 
its debut over 45 years ago on 
Okaloosa Island, with circus tents 
and commercial booths with local 
businesses selling their wares. In 
1967, this fair became known as the 
Fort Walton Beach Shrine Fair and 
secured its 501(c)(3) to become a 
nonprofit organization. In May 1971, 
Fort Walton Beach City Councilman 
C.H. "Bull” Rigdon and a group of 
men bought the rights to the Shrine 
Fair and moved it away from Okaloosa 
Island. 


With the help of Congressman Bob 
Sikes and Secretary of the Air Force 
Lewis Turner, Rigdon was able to 
secure 42 acres of land for a county 
fair. Part of the land was to be used for 
the fairgrounds, part for a vocational 
school, and part for a fire station. The 
name of the road that ran parallel to 
the properties was then changed to 
Lewis Turner Boulevard. 


“My Dad saw that the community 
needed a fair. The state only allowed 
one fair per county,” says Rigdon’s 
son Charles. At the time, “Bull” was 
a deputy chief of engineering at Eglin 
Air Force Base. He had been born in 
Walton County in 1929. His father was 
a bridge builder, and the family moved 
29 times. 


“He really didn’t have any hobbies, so 
he got involved in the community,” 
says Charles. Rigdon was first elected 
to the Fort Walton Beach City Council 
in 1964 and remained on the council 
through 1981. He was reelected to the 
council again in 1985. His nickname 
came from his grandfather due to 
Rigdon’s hardheadedness. 


When the fair was moved to the land on 
Lewis Turner, it became the Okaloosa 
County Fair. When “Bull” retired from 
Eglin in 1988, he decided to become a 
full-time fair executive. This required 


training and classes. He was elected 
president of the Florida Federation 
of Fairs twice. In the 1990s, he was 
named Fairman of the Year. “Bull” was 
also responsible for pushing through a 
lot of legislation on fairs in the Florida 
State Legislature. 


In September 2009, the Northwest 
Florida Fairgrounds was renamed 
the C.H. “Bull” Rigdon Fairgrounds 
and Recreation Complex. In a City 
of Fort Walton Beach press release 
announcing the name change, “Bull” 
noted what an honor it was for him 
and his family. “It’s a good thing for the 
citizens and the community. It gives 
people a place to have events where 
they otherwise wouldn’t be able to,” he 
said at the time. 


Rigdon passed away in December 2014. 
“This will be the third fair without him,” 
says Charles. “When I was young, Dad 
always made sure I had a job at the fair 
every year like sweeping up. I do the 
same thing with my son Blake. When 
my daughter Lauren was in elementary 
school, my dad would invite her class 
out to the fairgrounds.” 


Charles Rigdon is now the CEO and 
Chairman of the Northwest Florida 
Fair. The fairgrounds today boasts 
45,000 square feet of rentable space, 
36,000 square feet of controlled exhibit 
and meeting spaces, and banquet 
space for 1,000 attendees. There are 
a variety of events that take place at 
the fairgrounds, including dog shows, 
gun shows, roller derby and military 
appreciation days. 


There is also a “Yesteryear” museum 
on the property with artifacts of earlier 
times in the area. The fairgrounds have 
served as a location for Emergency 
Services, Gulf Power and Feed America 
after natural disasters. The city of Fort 
Walton Beach owns the property, and 
the Fair Association owns the building. 


“We have a great group of board 
members,” says Charles. “We work with 
a family-owned amusement company 
who are hard-working people. All rides 
are inspected by the state of Florida. 
We see a lot of the same people out 
here every year.” 


The 2017 Northwest Florida Fair takes 
place Sept. 26-30. The fairgrounds 
are located at 1958 Lewis Turner 
Boulevard in Fort Walton Beach. For

Warriors to Hometown Heroes 


Ken Beaird 
U.S. Air Force (Ret.) 


After 20 years and 235 combat missions 
in Vietnam as a fighter pilot, Major Ken 
Beaird, up for promotion to Lieutenant 
Colonel, made a monumental change 
in his life. Having grown up on the 
Texas Gulf Coast, Beaird—raised with 
saltwater in his veins—decided that his 
place was right here on the Emerald 
Coast. The impact on his life and his 
wife Fran would be tremendous, but the 
significance of Beaird’s choice of a new 
hometown would be paramount to our 
community. 


Ken and his wife bought the Reveille 
II Charter Boat and the iconic Reveille 
Motel from Destin fishing legend 
Captain Trammell in 1977. For two 
years, Ken was both a major in the 
Air Force and a Captain in the Destin 
Charter Fleet until he opted to give up 
his life as a pilot of planes and go full 
time into piloting fishing trips. 


“We lived there for seven years and 
we had the boat there. It was a nice 
little mom and pop operation,” Ken 
says. Guests paid $20 a night per 
person, $25 if they stayed in one of the

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motel’s kitchenettes. Even back in 
the winters of the late 1970s, Ken 


remembers Canadian Snowbirds 
staying for a month or two. “We 
charged as much per month then as 
they charge per night at today’s local 
hotels,” he recollects. 


Heavily involved in the Chamber 
of Commerce with the businesses 
of accommodations and Charter 
Fishing, Ken served as a_ past 
president and board member of 
the Destin Chamber of Commerce. 
He also served his community as 
mayor during the community’s vital 
growing period and as the Destin 
Charter Boat Association president. 


He worked hard for recreational 
fisherman and charter boat captains 
alike as a past president of the 
National Charter Boat Association. 
From longtime membership in 
the Destin Methodist Church to a

prominent board member position 
with the Destin Fishing Rodeo, 
Ken has spent decades serving our 
community as a businessman and 
citizen willing to lead. 


Wife Fran immediately stepped into 
the role of local businesswoman, 
chairing the committee that led to 
the incorporation of Destin as a city. 
She became Destin’s first city clerk 
and fought to keep the fishing village 
persona. She was instrumental in the 
building of the Mid-Bay Bridge and 
played a huge part in organizing the 
first Destin Seafood Festival and the 
Destin Christmas Parade. 


“It wasn’t nearly as big as it is now,” 
Fran says of that first parade. “But 
everyone pitched in, and we made 
it something nice. Instead of just a 
charter boat organization parade, it 
was a community parade. And it’s 
been that way ever since.”

The combined eight decades. of 
dedication and service to the people 
of Destin have made the Beairds a 
part of this community’s rich history.

Building Its Own Heritage - Timber Creek Distillery

September is National Bourbon 
Heritage Month in the U.S., and in the 
pioneering spirit of that pioneering 
spirit, Beachcomber paid a visit to 
Timber Creek Distillery, located 
in the woodsy country north of 
Crestview. I started things off right 
by getting lost (incorrect internet 
directions) but a call to co-owner and 
president Camden Ford put me on the 
right track. 


Timber Creek Distillery sits at the 
end of a dirt road, on 1,400 acres 
near a stream called Juniper Creek. 
There’s a grand timber house (Timber 
Creek Lodge) with a beautifully carved 
front door, but the distillery action 
is in another building. I was greeted 
on the road by co-owner and master 
distiller Aaron Barnes. Barnes led 
me into a high-ceilinged, metal and 
wood structure, un-air conditioned, 
through which a chicken wandered 
until shooed off. It is in this building 
that Timber Creek distills, ages and 
blends its growing line of spirits— 
vodka, rum, coffee and apple pie 
spirits, and a distinguished line of 
whiskeys. 


Barnes makes all the liquor, using (all 
Florida) Yellow #2 Dent Corn, Red Soft 
Winter Wheat, and Florida 401 Black 
Rye (specially developed for growing in 
this state), with cane molasses from 
Louisiana for the rum. The barley is 
sourced from out of state. 


The grains are cracked with aroller mill 
(not ground, as is done in many other 
distilleries), and cooked separately ina 
mash cooker, as opposed to being first 
blended in a pre-determined mashbill. 
Florida limestone water is used. Each 
grain has its own optimum cooking 
temperature. The process of lautering 
is next—separating the grains from the 


mash (rather than a slurry of grains). 
A standard practice in brewing beer, 
it is done here to avoid “overexposure” 
of the grain to the mash, which can 
result in off flavors. Fermentation 
follows, also temperature controlled, 
in a 7,600-gallon fermenter. 


Scottish whiskey making practices 
inspired the custom design of the pot 
still, which incorporates a traditional 
copper worm condenser. Distillation 
is also done by individual grain, 
resulting in pure corn, wheat, rye and 
barley spirits. The spirits are barreled 
for aging (by individual grains) in new 
white oak barrels, custom ordered 
from McGinnis Wood Products in 
Cuba, Missouri. The interior of the 
barrels gets a No. 3 char (Kentucky 
distillers favor No. 4). The rum is 
stored in steel tanks. “Seventy-five 
percent of the flavor comes from the 
barrels,” says Barnes. 


The barrels are stacked on the far 
side of the still area, in neat rows. 
Ford noted that natural Florida 
temperature conditions are a big part 
of the character of the aged spirits. 
Aging is a process of patience and 
monitoring. The vodka (made from 
100 percent northwest Florida red 
wheat) is filtered before bottling. The 
whiskeys are unfiltered. Filtering is 
common, because unfiltered spirits 
can become slightly cloudy when ice or 
water is added. For many, unfiltered 
whiskey has an added flavor quality 
that outweighs its appearance. 


The last step before bottling is 
blending. Starting with the pure- 
grain building blocks in the barrels, 
a variety of tastes and characters can 
be constructed. 


On a table near the barrel racks sit a 
line of bottles—vodka, rum, coffee and 
apple pie spirits, bourbon, reserve 


bourbon, black rye and single malt 
whiskies. The distillery is phasing in a 
new bottle style—tall and cylindrical, 
with the word “Florida” emphasized. 
“We want it to stand out on the shelf,” 
said Barnes. There are tasting cups, 
water and ice. 


Unlike many vodkas I’ve tried, Timber 
Creek’s has a definite grain flavor, 
slightly sweet, and a_ substantial 
body. The coffee spirit is not syrupy 
sweet, rather dry but rich, like 
strong espresso. The standard 
bourbon is corn, wheat and barley, 
with a gentle, fruity, slightly sweet 
quality. The reserve bourbon adds 
rye, which gives it a spicy bite. I’d 
already sampled the black rye. It’s 
100 percent rye, and showcases that 
grain unapologetically—spicy, crisp 
and gripping. 


Also on the table was the single malt, 
which Barnes said the distillery hopes 
to release soon. Scotch-lovers should 


welcome it. Another spirit in the works 
is gin, flavored with juniper (near 
Juniper Creek) and other botanical 
essences being prepared. 


Timber Creek got a boost of prestige 
this past July, when the Florida 
Reserve Bourbon and Black Rye each 
earned silver medals at the North 
American Whiskey Competition in 
New Orleans. Future plans include 
getting the product placed in more 
bars, restaurants and liquor stores, 
working with area _ chefs, and 
spreading the gospel of transparency 
in distilling. 


Timber Creek’s products, including 
their custom Bourbon Blending Kit, 
can be purchased at area liquor stores, 
and enjoyed at bars and restaurants. 
The distillery is located at 6358 Lake 
Ella Road, Crestview, FL. Tours 
can be arranged by contacting the 
distillery in advance.

drink up. Some of the best names in the biz will 
be representing, including Sierra Nevada, Abita, 
Sam Adams, New Belgium, Shiner Bock and local 
crafters Idyll Hounds. 


We're equally excited about some of the less 
familiar brands and pretty giddy to see some 
hardcore German offerings. Take Warsteiner, for 
example. The German brewer will be there with 
their Oktoberfest, the same one we told you about 
in last issue’s Brew Review. To rewind, this is the 
brewer that still manufactures beer in accordance 
with Germany’s Purity Law. And it makes for one 
near-perfect brew with full, well-developed flavor 
as well as a pleasant feel. 


We can also recommend Sierra Nevada’s 
Oktoberfest. If this year’s is anywhere near 
as good as last year’s, you won’t want to miss 
it. There are also some unfamiliar-to-us brewers 
like Red Hare out of Atlanta that have piqued our 
interest. It’s great we now know where to find them 
locally. Likewise, Germany’s Paulaner or Bavarian 
brewer Ayinger will be rolling out their seasonal 
Oktoberfests at the festival. As a gentle reminder, 
these are seasonal beers so get ‘em before they go 
away. 


As if all these brews aren’t exciting enough, there 
will also be plenty of German eats including 
schnitzel, bratwurst and pretzels. Local craftsmen 
will offer their wares for sale in true festival style, 
and all the HarborWalk retailers will be keeping 
their regular hours.
